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Mr. Edward Heath’s Paris Speech 








‘U.K. Shares the Objectives of E.E.C.’ 


Below is an outline of the statement made by Mr. Edward Heath, Lord Privy Seal, at a meeting 


with representatives of the countries of the European Economic Community in Paris on Tuesday, October 10. 


[i HIS SPEECH the Lord Privy Seal gave the representatives of 


the Community Countries a full statement of the British position. 
Mr. Heath said that the United Kingdom shared the objectives 
of the Community and wished to join in the bold and imaginative 
venture of the Six and so to help in promoting through the E.E.C. the 
widest possible measure of European unity. The United Kingdom’s 
application had been made in a positive spirit, and he hoped that his 
statement would amply demonstrate their determination to bring the 
negotiations to a successful conclusion. 

The United Kingdom were ready fully to subscribe to the aims and 
objectives of the Community and, in particular, they were ready to 
accept the objectives laid down in Articles 2 and 3 of the Treaty of 
Rome. The United Kingdom were also ready to play their full part 
in the institutions established under the Treaty and in the development 
of the Community generally. 

Mr. Heath said that satisfactory solutions would, however, have to 
be found to the three problems of Commonwealth trade, United 
Kingdom agriculture and EFTA. So far as he could judge at this 
stage, these could be dealt with by protocols and should not call for 
amendment to any articles of the Treaty. Some articles would of 
course require adaptation consequent upon admission of new Members. 

Mr. Heath thought that the E.E.C. countries shared the United 
Kingdom view of the value of the Commonwealth’s contribution to 
the strength and stability of the world. He stressed the importance of 
the Commonwealth’s trade links as one of the strongest elements in 
maintaining the Commonwealth association, and drew attention to 
the heavy dependence of certain Commonwealth countries on their 
exports to the United Kingdom. It might be that, so far as at any rate 
some Members of the Commonwealth and United Kingdom 
Dependent Territories were concerned, a solution might be found by a 
suitable form of association with the Community. But it would no 
doubt be found that association would not be appropriate for all 
Commonwealth countries and other solutions would have to be found 
for them. 


As regards agriculture, in addition to the need to protect essential 
Commonwealth interests, there were the problems of United Kingdom 
domestic agriculture. Mr. Heath said that the United Kingdom and 
the Six started from common ground. The agricultural objectives of 
the Rome Treaty were similar to those of the British Government 
The United Kingdom were ready to participate with the Six in a 
common agricultural policy. But this would give rise to difficult 
problems. The systems of support used by the Six and those used by 
the United Kingdom showed marked differences and the United 
Kingdom would have to consider with the Six how the essential 
interests of British farmers,including horticulturists, could be effectively 
safeguarded. The United Kingdom would also have to have an adequate 
period to make the necessary changes. 

As regards the European Free Trade Association, Mr. Heath said 
that it had always been the British view that the present division of 
Western Europe into two economic groups should be brought to an 
end. The EFTA countries had recently concluded that each Member 
of EFTA should examine the possibility of entering into a _ direct 
relationship with the Community. At their meeting in London during 
June the EFTA Council had, however, agreed that the Association 
should be maintained in being ‘until satisfactory arrangements have 
been worked out . . . to meet the various legitimate interests of all 
Members of EFTA, and thus enable them all to participate from 
the same date in an integrated European market.’ 


On the question of the Community’s common external! tariff, Mr. 
Heath said that, while some adjustments would no doubt be a 
necessary consequence of the admission of a new Member, he saw no 
need to ask for a renegotiation item by item. The United Kingdom 
were ready to accept the structure of the present tariff as the basis of 
the common tariff of the enlarged Community. The lowering of tariff 
levels necessary to make the new common external tariff acceptable 
to GATT and to third countries could be achieved by making a 
uniform cut, although some items would of course have to be singled 
out for special treatment.

Objectives of E.E.C. (Continued) 


Mr. Heath expressed the view that none of the non-commercial 
and non-agricultural provisions of the Treaty should be the cause of 
major difficulty although there were, of course, points relating to their 
application which would have to be discussed. 

As regards the European Coal and Steel Community and Euratom, 
the United Kingdom would be willing to enter into negotiations at 
the appropriate time with the Six with a view to joining these two 
Communities when the United Kingdom joined the E.E.C. 

Mr. Heath said that the United Kingdom had followed with close 
interest the progress of the Six towards greater unity in fields other 
than those covered by the E.E.C. Treaty. The Heads of State and of 
Government of the Six had made an important Declaration on this 
matter at Bonn on July 18. The British Government shared the aims 
and objectives of those who had drawn up the Bonn declaration and 
would be anxious, once they joined the Community, to work with the 
Six in a positive spirit to reinforce the unity they had already achieved. 


Britain and the Common Market 


THE PROSPECTS for British trade in the Common Market 
were the subject of a speech by Mr. Edward Heath, Lord Privy Seal, 
who was guest of honour at the Gauge and Tool Makers’ Associa- 
tion trade luncheon at the Savoy Hotel, London, on October 3. In 
the course of his remarks, Mr. Heath said he was very glad to come 
to this Association which had considerable interest in exports; some 


- £124 million last year to the Commonwealth, to the United States, 


and in particular to Germany and to the Netherlands all of which 
were directly involved or implicated in the policy which we were 
now pursuing. He said how delighted he was to see that the Associa- 
tion’s export catalogue was printed in three different languages, 
English, French and Spanish. When he went abroad to Europe and 
to the Middle East, or to the Far East he too often heard it said: 
‘if only the British would print their catalogue in our own language 
and use our own currency.’ 

He went on to say that what he had been trying to do in Europe 
over the past two months was to bring home to them there a realiza- 
tion of what we felt about the Commonwealth, about our own 
personal relationships with it, our traditional and other relationships 
as well as our trading basis. He believed that there was a far 
greater realization today of what the Commonwealth meant not 
onty for us but for the world as a whole. In exactly the same 
way he had been trying to explain in some small part to our own 
people what were the feelings in Europe towards a closer commun- 
ity. He believed that on this side there was greater understanding 
which meant that we could enter into these negotiations with a 
greater degree of goodwill. On the day the conference commenced 
in London Mr. F. J. Erroll, then Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
was Officially opening a new electrical laboratory equipped by lead- 
ing BEAMA manufacturers at the University of Hong Kong. 


‘Our Ability to Compete in World Markets’ 


IN A SPEECH on the economic situation at the Lord Mayor of 
London’s dinner to bankers and merchants on October 5, Mr. Selwyn 
Lloyd, Chancellor of the Exchequer, concluded as follows: 

‘To sum up, our future, our capacity to discharge our defence 
obligations overseas, our ability to give aid to the poorer countries, 
the growth of our economy, our industrial equipment, our standard 
of living, all these really depend upon one factor — our competitiveness, 
our ability to compete in world markets. 

‘We can only achieve that to a satisfactory degree by a combined 
operation, in which we all have our parts to play. The Government 
should take firm action to check inflation, and to keep public expenditure 
within defined limits. Both sides of industry should co-operate to 
attack out-dated practices which restrict production. Tariffs should be 
reduced. Ordinary men and women should be brought to realise that 
restraint over personal incomes will bring a more direct financial 
reward in the maintained purchasing power of their wages and salaries, 
than any range of spiralling increases. 

‘Finally, I have asked for the co-operation of both sides of industry 
in setting up new machinery for the better co-ordination of the national 
effort, and for the creation of a new sense of national purpose. My 
offer has been made in good faith, after many months of consideration 
and I shall pursue my discussions with both sides of industry in the 
course of the next week or two. I cannot conceive that men of good will, 
whatever political disagreements there may be, will reject this oppor- 
tunity to help in moulding national policies.’

His first Government 
appointment was as Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Supply 
in 1955. He already had experience of the workings of this Ministry, 
having been attached to it for part of the second world war. 


Mr. Erroll was born in London in 1914, and educated at Oundle 
School and at Trinity College, Cambridge. Immediately after leaving 
school he went to Metropolitan-Vickers Electrical Company in 
Manchester and served his engineering apprenticeship. During his 
time there he was chairman of the Apprentices’ Association. He then 
went up to Cambridge, where he took the Mechanical Science Tripos. 


On leaving Cambridge he spent eight months in South, Central and 
West Africa, studying transport, engineering and mining developments, 
and on his journey home crossed the Sahara Desert. He returned to 
Metropolitan-Vickers for two years aS an engineer in their research 
department, before moving in 1938 to London to work with a Chiswick 
firm. 


He joined the Territorial Army early in 1939, being commissioned in 
the 4th County of London Yeomanry (Sharpshooters), with whom he 
served as technical adjutant in the early part of the war. In 1940 he 
was transferred to the Tank Division of the Ministry of Supply. From 
1944 to 1945 he served in India and Burma, was Technical Adviser on 
armoured fighting vehicles to South East Asia Command, reached the

Sir Keith Joseph joined the Govern- 
ment in October 1959, when he was 
appointed Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government. Before taking ministerial 
office he was a director of a group of 
building and civil engineering companies 
and is a member of the Institute of 
Builders. He was a member of the 
Common Council of the City of 
London Corporation, for Portsoken 
Ward, in 1945 and 1946, and Alderman 
of that Ward from 1946 to 1949, when 
an illness obliged him to resign. 


He was born in 1918, and succeeded 
his father to become the 2nd baronet 
in 1944. He was educated at Harrow 
and Magdalen College, Oxford, where 
he took his B.A. degree in 1939 with 
a first class in Jurisprudence, and afterwards took his M.A. He was 
a Fellow of All Souls, Oxford, 1946-1960.

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BEAMA’s‘Jubilee Export Conference 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, 
was the principal guest at the luncheon on October 5 at the Con- 
naught Rooms, London, to mark the occasion of the Golden Jubilee 
Export Conference of the British Electrical and Allied Manufac- 
turers’ Association. He said: 


‘The electrical industry is one of the main pillars of our economy. 
It has a fine record of commercial and technical achievement. In 
the design of a wide range of apparatus for producing electricity, 
British firms are second to none, and the attention given by the 
industry to research and development is of a high order. The 
electrical industry has been outstandingly vigorous in its efforts to 
sell abroad, and exports by the industry are running at a rate of 


some £300 million a year, a very large contribution indeed to our 
total export trade. 


‘The electrical industry also presents an outstanding example of 
the importance of Commonwealth trade. Over the field of engineer- 
ing as a Whole something more than 40 per cent. of our exports go 
to Commonwealth countries, but in the case of electrical machinery 
and appliances the figure is no less than 60 per cent. We are the 


largest suppliers of all the main Commonwealth countries except 
Canada and Pakistan. 


‘It is true that competition has been growing in some parts of the 
Commonwealth. In Australia, for example, German exports have 
doubled in the last five years, while ours have not increased. But 
still last year our sales were six times as large as the Germans, 
whereas in the United States, for example, our sales were about 
the same. The decline in our position in the Commonwealth was 
perhaps only to be expected, as the position we held before was so 
dominating. But it is a decline which we can arrest, and must 
arrest, by vigorous sales effort.’ 


Other Board of Trade guests at the luncheon included Sir Richard 
Powell, Permanent Secretary. 


Sir William McFadzean, chairman of the Export Council for 
Europe, announced at the Conference that British exports to 19 
European countries were worth £870,000,000 in the first eight months 
of this year, a rise of more than 14 per cent. over the same period 
last year. 


Shipments of Goods to Afghanistan 


THE BRITISH Trade Commissioner in Karachi has reported that due 
to political difficulties between Afghanistan and Pakistan, some goods 
consigned to Afghanistan are awaiting onward shipment at the port 
of Karachi. Firms are advised therefore not to make further shipments 
of goods for Afghanistan to Karachi without first ascertaining that 
the congestion is cleared, and that goods are being onshipped to 
Afghanistan without undue delay.

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World Exports of Manufactures, January-June 1961 


PROVISIONAL FIGURES are given below of the exports of 
manufactures* in January-June 1961 by the main manufacturing 
countries other than the Soviet Union, the Eastern European coun- 
tries and China. The figures are subject to revision as more com- 
plete information becomes available. 


The aggregate of exports of manufacturers for all the countries 
included in the table was higher by 5 per cent. in the first half of 
1961 than in the same period of 1960; the rate of increase on a year 


earlier was the same in each of the two quarters but much less than 
in any quarter of last year when exports increased on average by 
1S per cent. Western Germany, Italy, Sweden and Switzerland all 
recorded increases exceeding 10 per cent. in the first half of the year. 
The United Kingdom increase was 3 per cent. 

For the United States the increase was 2 per cent. and French 
exports were only marginally higher than a year earlier. These two 
countries, however, achieved large increases between 1959 and 1960.

Retail Sales in Northern Ireland in August 


STATISTICS prepared by the Ministry of Commerce show that the 
total value of retail sales in Northern Ireland in August was 7 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier compared with increases of 5 per cent. in 
July and 7 per cent. and 3 per cent. in the first and second quarters. 
Sales by food shops were up on a year earlier by 6 per cent., while 
sales by clothing and footwear shops and by household goods shops 
showed increases on a year earlier of 8 per cent.

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Marked Increase in Manufacturing Expenditure in the Second 
Quarter of 1961 Confirmed 


REVISED ESTIMATES for the second quarter of 1961 show 
that the volume of capital expenditure by the manufacturing, dis- 
tributive and service industries, seasonally adjusted at average 1954 
prices, was 4 per cent. higher than in the first quarter of the year. 
As is shown by the figures in Table 1, this rise to a new peak of 
expenditure was due to the fact that expenditure by manufacturing 
industry in the second quarter was some 7 per cent. higher than in 
the first quarter. By contrast, the volume of capital expenditure by 
the distributive and service industries was a little lower than in the 
first quarter of the year and below the peak established at the end 
of last year. 


Manufacturing Industry 


Final and revised estimates for the second quarter of 1961 show 
that the total expenditure of manufacturing industry, at current 
prices, was £307 million or some 28 per cent. higher than in the 
same quarter of 1960, with expenditure on building work up 32 
per cent. and on plant and machinery up 30 per cent. The much 
smaller figure for expenditure on vehicles was up only | per cent. 
on its level in the same period a year earlier. The volume of fixed 
capital expenditure by manufacturing industry (at 1954 prices) was 
£242 million or 24 per cent. higher in the second quarter of 196] 
than in the same period of last year — after being 20 per cent. up 
on a year earlier in the first quarter. The total seasonally adjusted 
volume figure (at 1954 prices) for expenditure by manufacturing 
industry, for the second quarter of 1961, amounted to £249 million 
a level some 7 per cent. above that for the first quarter (which had 
itself been about 6 per cent. higher than in the fourth quarter of 
1960). These revised figures for expenditure in the second quarter 
are all a little lower than those estimated at the provisional stage 
one month ago. 

The detailed figures for individual groups of industries, in Table 
3, show that about one-third of the increase in expenditure (at 
current prices), in the second quarter of 1961 over a year earlier, 
was attributable to developments in the metal manufacturing 
(primarily the tron and steel) industries, and that almost another 
third was due to the combined expenditure of the chemicals and 
engineering groups of industries. Although not large in relation to 
total capital expenditure, expenditure in the motor vehicle industry 
rose by about two-thirds above its level in the same period a year 
earlier. 


Distributive and Service Industries 


The final estimate of capital expenditure by the distributive and 


service industries in the second quarter is £177 million (at 1954 
prices, seasonally adjusted), the same figure as that provisionally 
estimated a month ago. This figure is 14 per cent. lower than that 
for the previous quarter, the decrease being mainly due to a fall in 
the expenditure of the shipping industry, only partly offset by 
increases in expenditure in the other industries. At 1954 prices 
not adjusted for seasonal factors, the figures compared with the

The total of manufacturing stiantes and of the distributive and service industries covers a 
wide sector of the economy, accounting — after exclusion of dwellings -for 56 per cent. of 
total capital expenditure in 1960. The total comprises most industries and services outside 
agriculture, forestry and fishing, coal mining, public utilities, the public transport corporations 
and public administration. The excluded parts are, except for agriculture, very largely in the 
public sector of the economy and though some public expenditure is included in the above 
figures, it is small; the figures are therefore very largely representative of the trend of expendi- 
ture by private industry and business.

REVISED ESTIMATES of the changes in the volume of stocks held by 
manufacturers and distributors confirm that the reduction in stock 
building which occurred in the first quarter of 1961 has continued in 
the second quarter of the year. The increase in the volume of stocks 
(£62 million at 1954 prices, seasonally adjusted — slightly greater than 
was estimated provisionally a month ago) was the smallest quarterly 
increase since the middle of 1959 making a total increase for the first 
six months of 1961 of £133 million compared with £234 million in the 
first half of last year and £307 million in the last half of the year. 


Manufacturers’ Stocks 


Final estimates for the second quarter of 1961 show that the volume 
of stocks and work in progress of manufacturing industry (at 1954 
prices) rose, after seasonal adjustment, by £30 million-—a larger 
increase than in the first quarter, but still a small one by comparison 
with those recorded during 1960. The pause in the stockbuilding of 
manufacturing industry, first noticed in the opening quarter of the 
' year, thus continued throughout the second quarter. 


For manufacturing industry as a whole the increase in stocks and 
work-in-progress in the second quarter was £55 million, at 1954 prices 
not seasonally adjusted. As can be seen from Table 2, most industry 
groups have contributed to this increase, particularly those in the 
engineering and textile sectors. In the case of the engineering sector 
the increase was due to more work in progress; in the textile sector it 
was due to larger stocks of finished goods. 


The figures in Table 2 are not published in seasonally adjusted form 
because the margin of uncertainty in making the adjustments is rather 


high in relation to the quarterly changes. Rough allowance for seasonal 
movements, however, suggests that there was, during the second 
quarter, a fairly large rise in the stocks of the textiles, leather and 
clothing group of industries, a small rise in the engineering group of 
industries and little change elsewhere. The total rise of £30 million, 
at 1954 prices seasonally adjusted, is made up of a small fall in the 
stocks of finished goods, more than offset by small increases in work- 
in-progress and in stocks of materials and fuel. 


Wholesalers’ Stocks 

Revised estimates of the change in the volume of wholesalers’ 
stocks strengthen the suggestion made a month ago that the heavy 
stockbuilding during the last year has come to an end. The volume 
of stocks (at 1954 prices, seasonally adjusted) rose by £8 million in the 


second quarter of this year compared with £32 million the previous 
quarter. 


Table 3 shows that, at 1954 prices not seasonally adjusted, the volume 
of stocks of each group of wholesalers rose during the second quarter 
of 1961. The rise in the volume of stocks held by wholesale distributors 
is, however, lower than the second quarter rise in either of the two 
previous years and occurs after a particularly large rise (£55 million) 
in the first quarter of this year. 


Retailers’ Stocks 


The volume of stocks held by retailers rose by £24 million after 
allowing for seasonal factors, a slightly smaller increase than in the 
previous quarter of the year. Details of the changes during the period 
are given in the Board of Trade Journal of September 22, 1961, page 609.

WITH a few exceptions, wholesale prices changed very little last month. 
Prices of manufactured products showed no change on average 
between August and September, but the most recent index numbers 
are subject to further revision. Although the index of basic materials 
dropped by 0-3 per cent., this was almost entirely accounted for by 
lower prices of food materials; price changes in other commodities 
only affected the index to a negligible extent. 


Basic Materials and Fuel 


Among non-food items, the only appreciable increase recorded 
was in raw rubber prices. Slight decreases took place in non-ferrous 
metals, imported jute products, raw jute, linseed oil and whale oil. 
Fuel prices remained steady. 


Materials and Fuel used in Broad Sectors of Industry 
Cheaper vegetable and marine oils and especially lower prices of

bacon factory pigs reduced the price index of food materials. Both the 
mechanical and electrical engineering indices have remained unchanged 
over the past month. Materials and fuel used in the textile industries 
showed a drop of 0-4 per cent., attributable to lower prices of raw jute 
and jute piece-goods. No important changes were recorded in prices 
of building materials during the month. 


Output of Broad Sectors of Industry 


The provisional price index for home market sales of all manu- 
factured products for September remained unchanged at 116-9 
(1954 = 100). Food products were cheaper on average. mainly owing 
to a sharp (9 per cent.) fall in bacon prices. Cotton cloth and jute piece- 
goods were also cheaper but there were small increases in the price of 
some chemical and metal products, footwear and paper manufactures. 
The index of new construction has been revised downwards for the 
first quarter of the year and (provisionally) for the second quarter.

Third Fair at U.S. Trade ‘Center’ Opened 


THE THIRD exhibition to be held at the United States Trade 
‘Center’ since it was inaugurated on June 26 last, was opened 
by Mr. Nathaniel Knowles, Commercial Attache, US Embassy in 
London, on October 5. The exhibition which remains open until 
Wednesday next features men’s and boys’ casual wear. 


This display is the forerunner of three featuring apparel. The 
next will show women’s sports wear and casuals, to be followed 
by a display of clothes for infants and children. 

The Trade ‘Center’ opened with a display of house wear, and this 
was followed by an exhibition of foodstuffs from the United States. 


* 
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Impressive British Display at Paris Motor Show 


THE ACCENT at the International Motor Show which opened at 
The Grand Palais, Champs-Elysees, Paris, on October 5, was on the 
small and medium priced cars. Some 850 exhibitors, including 190 
British and foreign firms, exhibited at the fair which closes on Sunday 
(October 15). In the automobile field there were 78 makes, of which 
10 were French, 26 British, 15 American, 13 West German, nine 
Italian, three Swedish, one Netherlands and one Czech. Of the 52 
coachbuilders present, five specialized in automobiles and 47, of 
which nine were British or foreign, in caravans. 

On the first floor, overlooking the car exhibitors, were placed 650 
manufacturers of automobile equipment, of which 107 were British 
or foreign. 

Although the complete range of cars on show presented an appeal 
to all pockets and taste, there was an obvious streamlining of coach- 
work and a marked decrease in the use of chrome accessories, and two- 
tone colours in most models. Black as a colour was not popular at 
the salon, but greys and greens or beige, in one tone, reflected popular 
appeal. 

British automobile participation at the salon was impressive. 
as was freely expressed by the organizers of the salon and the press, 
ranging from the Rolls-Royce Limousines to the Austin/Morris 
Mini-Minors. All recently introduced British models enjoyed great 
appeal and success. These included the new Hillman Super Minx, 
the Austin and Morris Cooper Sevens, with a maximum speed of 
94 m.p.h., the Triumph TR4, to replace the TR3, the Ford ‘Classic’ 
and Ford ‘Capri.’ The Ford ‘Anglia’ Estate Car, and the new Vauxhall 
‘Victor’ attracted much attention in the medium price range. Of the 
more sophisticated and expensive cars, great interest was shown in all 
the Rolls Royce models, The Bentley $2 and ‘Continental’ Jaguar E 
type Saloon and Convertible 3-8 litres, the Daimler Sports SP250 
Convertible and Saloon, the Bristol 407-8 cylinder, the AC 2°6 litre 
with a Zephyr engine, and the David Brown Lagonda Rapide 6 
cylinder, 4 litre, 236 b.h.p. and the Aston Martin DB4 and DB4G.T. 
6 cylinder 3-7 litre, 236 and 331 b.h.p. respectively. 

The new M.G. Tourer and Saloon, although already known in the 
French market, attracted considerable attention. Sales in these two 
models will no doubt increase in France as a result of this salon. 

The Rootes Group, who have their own sales and service organization 
in France, had an impressive stand. On show was the whole range of 
Humber, Hillman, Sunbeam ‘Alpine’ and ‘Rapier’ models, with 
public interest being centred, naturally, on the new Hillman Super 
Minx, two of which were exhibited on a revolving platform. 

Keynotes of the Paris Show, however, were economy motoring and 
ease of maintenance. In the latter category, the minimum of greasing 
points have now been adopted to a number of British and foreign 
cars. In the ‘Battle of the Babies’ severe competition is becoming 
evident through France’s new Renault 600, 750 and 850 c.c. models, 
two being mounted on ‘Rollers’ at the show to give the driver an 
impression of their performance on a rough road; the new Simca 
1,000 and the 3 C.¥V. Citroen, which resembles the Ford ‘Anglia’ 
in styling. These models, together with the old type 2 C.V. Citroen, 
should expect stern competition in the home market for ‘Baby’ cars 
from Ford ‘Anglias,’ 4,000 of which have so far been sold in France 
this year, the Austin/Morris Cooper Sevens, whose impressive 
performance has been the subject of much comment at the salon, 
also the new 850 c.c. B.M.C. Riley ‘Elf, the forthcoming Rootes 
Junior Minx, and American front-wheeled drive Ford. Competition 
in foreign ‘Baby’ cars must also be expected from the Fiat 600, the 
N.S.U. Prinz [V, the Dutch Automatic Drive DAF, in addition of 
course to Volkswagens. As an example of this competition in small 
cars, it is interesting to note that Renault are running 200 of their new 
R4 and R4L models around Paris during the course of the salon 
offering anyone with a driving licence a free trial drive in the car. 


Other cars attracting much attention were the new Peugeot 404 
Convertible with a 9 h.p. Indirect Injection Engine, and designed by 
Pinin Farina, three Ferrari sports models, a Chevrolet ‘“Corvair 
Monza’ with a 6 cylinder rear engine, the new Volkswagen 1,500, a 
new DKW saloon, a Chrysler “Turboflite’ experimental car with a 
hydraulically operated superstructure, a new 3 litre ‘Princess’ by 
the Nuffield Organization, the Mercedes Cabrilet 220 SE, the Ford 
‘Taunus,’ 17 M., B.M.W. 1,500, Lancia ‘Flavia,’ an Alfa~-Romeo 


Sports, 2 Lotus Sports with Coventry Climax engine, and the Land- 
rover with a turbo-engine and double roof for hot climate>. 

Her Majesty’s Ambassador, Sir Pierson Dixon, Lady Dixon, and 
Her Majesty's Minister (Economic), Mr. W. Harpham, visited the 
salon on October 6, and were conducted around United Kingdom 
and French stands by M. Paul Panhard, President of the Salon and 
manufacturer of ‘Panhard’ cars, and Mr. Ph. Martin, Commissaire 
General of the Salon. 

Next year’s salon will be held from October 4 to 14 at the Palais 
des Expositions de la Defense, Puteaux, on the outskirts of Paris, 
a location which will afford greater parking facilities for visitors and 
ease traffic congestion in central Paris. 


British Display in Peru 

THE BOARD OF TRADE has provided a pavilion with a display of 
British consumer and capital goods at the second Pacific International 
Trade Fair, in Lima, Peru, which opened yesterday (Thursday). Lord 
Forres, director of the Bank of London and South America, who is ona 
business trip to South America, will represent the Western Hemisphere 
Exports Council at ceremomes during British Day at the fair, on 
October 27. 

More than 70 British firms are exhibiting or are represented by agents 
in the display in the British Pavilion and tts central courtyard. They 
are showing products ranging from marine diese! engines, mining 
equipment and contractors’ plant to washing machine; and refrigera- 
tors. A Tudor-style ‘pub’, for which 20 British distillers are supplying 
drinks, and a cinema showing British trade films offer visitors 
diversion and relaxation. 

The Pavilion covers an area of 2,200 square yards and has been 
built on behalf of the Board of Trade from prefabricated parts 
supplied by Coseley Buildings Ltd., of Wolverhampton, one of the 
exhibitors, to a design by the Central Office of Information. The 
British Embassy in Lima is staffing a trade inquiry counter. 

Twenty-six countries are represented at the fair which closes on 
October 29.

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The Computer — A Necessity To British Industry 


THE SECOND Electronic Computer Exhibition was opened by 
Lord Brabazon of Tara at the National Hall, Olympia, London, 
on October 3. In addition an Electronic Data Processing Symposium 
was held simultaneously with the exhibition, and this was opened by 
Sir Edward Boyle, Financial Secretary to the Treasury, on the 
following day. The exhibition and symposium closed yesterday. 


Fifty-three exhibitors took part in the exhibition. An idea of the 
improvements and advances made in the computer industry was 
shown by the following statistics released by the joint organizers 
of the show, the Electronic Engineering Association and the Office 
Appliance and Business Equipment Trades Association, who stated 
that at the first Computer exhibition held in 1958 a typical computer 
could perform about 3,500 additions per second. Performances now 
have improved to more than 47,000 additions per second. 


In his speech, Lord Brabazon paid tribute to those business 
firms who showed the pioneering spirit by equipping themselves with 
computers, three, four or five years ago. They were the people who 
had shown the way to unbelievers, and were now reaping the advan- 
tages of an early start. Britain, he said, had led the world in elec- 
tronics. We were first with television, first with radar, but in the 
field of computers we had fallen behind America and the European 
Continent, not in making the computers but in their selling, or to 
put it more truly, in applying them. 


Lord Brabazon said: ‘To the British businessman I would say: 
“Here is something to help you, a new tool in the keen competition 
of the new world. Without it you will be at a disadvantage. Think 
of Europe with its 1,000 computers. Look at the possibilities, data 
processing, accountancy, stock and production control, the solving 
of the most complicated equations in the very shortest time”. We 
are only at the beginning. We have a live and potential industry out 
to put British imagination and brains in a competitive position if 
the situation is appreciated. 

‘We can supply the tools better than anyone in the world; it is 
up to industry to make the best use of them. It would be a terrible 
thing if the rest of the world made use of our own computers in 
order to get the better of us in business. This exhibition is trying to 
sell British industry not a luxury, but a necessity.’ 


Opening the Electronic Data Processing Symposium on the follow- 
ing day Sir Edward Boyle said that Government interest in com- 
puters was long established. As far back as 1823 the government 
made a first payment of £1,500 for the development of a computing 
device by Charles Babbage who had rightly been called the father 
of modern computers. 


A relatively large amount of financial assistance had been given 
to the development of computers by industry through the agency of 
the National Research Development Corporation. Important con- 
tributions had also been made by the universities and especially 
by Cambridge, London and Manchester. 


Sir Edward went on to say that the development of computers 
was now mainly concentrated in industry although there were still 
some valuable links with universities. The government had been and 
were likely to continue to be substantial customers both for scienti- 
fic and data processing purposes. 

Referring to exports, Sir Edward said that direct exports of 
electronic computers had steadily increased and in 1960 they 
amounted in value to well over £2 million. ‘They fell back in the 
first quarter of 1961, but electronic computers vary considerably 
in size and cost, so that one quarter’s figures may not be of any 
great significance — and there is no reason why the industry should 
not continue to expand its direct exports over the years ahead.’ 


To develop exports fully however, he said, the industry apart 
from taking every advantage of the expanding scope for development 
should also harness the results of its research and development 
efforts to a drive for business in the markets of the world. 
‘Membership of the Common Market’ he added ‘would provide great 
opportunities for our industries in large highly industrialized, and 
rapidly expanding markets in Europe; it would also demand the 
development of the full competitive power of our industries in the 
market at home.’

Writing in the catalogue, Mr. Vernon M. Roberts, chairman of the 
exhibition’s Joint Committee, said: ‘In these past three years since 
our first exhibition we have seen a new generation of computers 
made possible by the use of the transistor, while at the same time 
new storage devices and faster printing mechanisms have consider- 
ably increased the scope of electronic data processing. But perhaps 
the most important development of all is that the modern electronic 
computer with modern peripheral equipment can now be planned 
aS an integrated Electronic Data Processing System to meet the up- 
to-date needs of science and industry.’ 


Electronic Apparatus at Liverpool 


An exhibition of industrial electronic equipment was staged by the 
Electronic Apparatus Division of Associated Electrical Industries 
Ltd., in conjunction with the Merseyside and North Wales Electricity 
Board, from October 2 to 6, in the Electrical Industrial Development 
Centre of the Board in Liverpool. Although only a small section of 
the range of equipment manufactured by the Division was shown, it 
had been selected to indicate the variety and scope of AEI electronic 
apparatus for industry. Many of the exhibits were working models. 


On display were: equipment for the control of motors from 4 h.p. 
to 15 h.p.—the range of these equipments, however, extends up to 
600 h.p. — examples of components treated by high frequency heating; 
a Static switching system comprising a control desk which demonstrated 
by means of a manually operated mimic diagram circuit, the flexibility 
of the system by the number of possible circuits obtainable using 
combinations of basic logic units to control a 600 amp. contactor 
coil; and examples from the range of industrial communication 
equipment. 


British Shoe Manufacturers’ Bid for Overseas 
Market 


OVERSEAS RETAILERS and buyers, as well as British, were 
given a preview of the latest fashions in men’s and women’s Spring 
shoes at the two main presentations in London Shoe Week 1962 
last week. These were the ‘Fashion in Footwear’ exhibition at the 
Washington Hotel (organized by the trade magazine Footwear) 
and the ‘Shoes for Spring’ exhibition at the Mount Royal Hotel, 
Marble Arch, which also included a fashion presentation at 
Grosvenor House, devised for the British Footwear Manufacturers’ 
Federation by Michael Whittaker. 

The British Footwear Industry, which holds undisputed leader- 
ship in quality workmanship, is now making considerable strides 
in the fashion world in spite of difficulties which large scale produc- 
tion hold for rapid changeovers in this field. Recent participation 
in the International Leather Fair in Paris showed a warm and 
encouraging interest by overseas buyers and the Fashion press who, 
in the past, had been luke-warm for British styling. 

This changed attitude towards British styling was most apparent 
in last year’s male shoe collections, and now in the ranges for Spring 
and Summer an established form can be seen. This is a long, slim 
line with a gently squared or ‘almond’ toe giving an elegant 
masculine look that has the hall-mark of fine English styling. For 
town shoes, the severely plain front, emphasising the slim line, has 
ousted the toe-cap. There are mellow tan leathers for semi-formal 
and country occasions. Black remains the top colour favourite, while 
shadow dressing, aniline leathers and smoked calf are used extens- 
ively for town and country. 

Interest also centres in toe shapes in the women’s ranges although 
here there is an infinite variety — square-toed, curved, pointed, as 
well as a new round toe. Colours for Spring are bright and clear, 
with blues attaining an unaccustomed prominence. Black patent 
continues to be popular, sometimes effectively teamed with white. 
There is increased emphasis on moulded footwear and the use of 
man-made soling materials. 

Although exports of British footwear have fallen during the past 
year, partly due to a slackening of retail trade in North America, 
the British Footwear Manufacturers Federation believes that the 
industry will regain its position in 1962/3, through its gradual 
adjustment to new trading patterns in Europe and America. To

TO THE SKIRL Of pipes the British stand at the Allgemeine Nahrungs- 
und Genussmittel-Austellung (A.N.U.G.A.) in Cologne was opened 
on September 22. An attractive milkmaid in the traditional dress of 
Somersetshire completed the setting which launched the first joint 
venture into a European Food Fair of the Board of Trade and the 
Food Manufacturers’ Federation. 

The reception which followed the cutting of the haggis by Mr. 
H. L. Robertson, Export Manager of W. A. Baxter & Sons, Ltd., was 
attended by Mr. A. A. E. Franklin, H.M. Consul General, Dusseldorf, 
Mr. R. Cooper, Chairman of Britain’s Food Fair and Managing 
Director of George Mason & Co. Ltd., Mr. F. J. Lawton, Director 
and General Secretary of the Food Manufacturers’ Federation and 
Herr Burauen, Mayor of Cologne. After referring to the reputation of 
A.N.U.G.A., now a household word throughout Europe, Mr. Franklin 
Stated the aims of the joint venture by the Board of Trade and the 
Food Manufacturers’ Federation, were to explore the market and 
assess its possibilities. He welcomed the 36 British firms and their 
German agents who exhibited in other parts of the Fair. Mr. Franklin 
said that in 1960 Great Britain exported to the Federal German 
Republic foods and drinks to the value of DM 21 million. Despite 
sharp competition the export of chocolate and cocoa products increased 
from DM 922,000 in 1958 to DM 2,142,000 in 1959 and in 1960 they

offset production costs, great strides have been made in factory 
Organization, production methods and the rapid gearing-up of 
production to the ever-changing styles in fashion. 


An important development has been in the exchange of informa- 
tion between the Federation and equivalent bodies in overseas 
countries. The EFTA Footwear Council is already doing much in 
this field, and there are also forthcoming conferences on Market 
Research organized by EPA in Vienna, and on Distribution, 
organized by O.E.C.D. in Madrid. In addition, the Federation has 
recently become a member of Euromode (the European Colour 
Council) and the proposal set up a United Kingdom Leather 
Colour Fashion Council, will help manufacturers in this country to 
take advantage quickly and effectively of international fashion colour 
trends. 


In America and Canada, as a result of last year’s trade recession, 
stocks were high at the end of 1960. But trade has already improved, 
particularly in higher grade men’s footwear. Nevertheless, the “Buy 
American’ campaign and the ‘special offer’ trend in self service 
stores have each had effect on the lower and middle priced footwear 
exports. A close re-appraisal of the situation is planned by the Export 
Manager of the Federation at an early date. 


Commonwealth markets, on the whole, show an increase and a 
number of manufacturers who make specialized lines report a steady 
increase in business through consistent attention to quality and 
prompt delivery. 


Taken overall, the British footwear industry looks to 1962 in a 
mood of cautious optimism. Already the decline in exports was 
checked in the second quarter of this year and it is hoped that 
through the efforts of the Federation and individual firms, the 
pendulum has begun to swing once more in the right direction for 
the British footwear trade. 


stood at 5.573.000. It was our intention, he said, to maintain these 
exports and to do all in our power to develop Anglo/German trade on 
a broader basis. 


Those firms which came to test the market for taste, price, etc., 
reported a high degree of success in carrying out the necessary ground- 
work as a basis for their eventual entry into the German market. 
Where price, turnover tax, duty, etc., raised problems they were 
prepared to face up to them. Where previously one or two firms had 
no distributors in Germany at all before A.N.U.G.A. they had since 
been able to appoint first class distributors (e.g. Kaufhof) and also 
secured large orders. One firm, at least, successfully launched two new 
products on to the market, received numerous inquiries from overseas, 
and opened 200 new accounts for their wholesalers and retailers 
Similar reports of significant orders, vast numbers of serious inquiries, 
of money being well spent on appearing at A.N.U.G.A. were received 
daily during the course of the fair. 


Firms already established in Germany were satisfied with the business 
they did at the fair and there were a number of reports of resultant 
widening of their interests in Germany. Most of them had contacted 
their agents, some had appointed additional ones and al! had gained 
experience from the general public as to taste and which lines to push 
Fruit shortcake and a speciality loaf (of which some 4,000 were sold 
during the fair) are only two examples of the many products which 
found a welcome response from the trade and the public alike. 


To sum up it may be said that A.N.U.G.A. made a double impact 
firstly on the British exhibitors who were on the whole surprised and 
pleased with the size and scope of the fair and the inquiries and 
business it brought, not only from Germany, but also from other 
European and overseas countries — including Belgium, France, Austria, 
Switzerland, Yugoslavia, Iceland, Norway, Denmark, Australia 
and secondly on the German buyers, wholesalers and retailers and the 
public who received an excellent impression of what Britain had to 
offer in this field. 


From the fair a number of facts emerged. The supermarket and a 
rising demand by the housewife for easily prepared foodstuffs, 
preserved, canned or frozen was opening up wide possibilities for the 
food trade and its ancillaries (refrigeration equipment, deep freeze 
cabinets, shop fittings were all on show) and developments were taking 
place which presented a definite challenge to British food manu- 
facturers to get in on the ground floor, a fact which a number of! 
exhibitors at the fair recognized. 


The following provisional statistics issued by the fair authorities 
serve to underline the increasing size and importance of A.N.U.G.A. 
which is one fair of its type in Europe which no British food manu- 
facturer with any serious intent to penetrate the German and European 
market can afford to miss. The fair attracted 255,000 visitors of which 
9.911 came from 72 foreign countries. There were 80 per cent. more 
foreign visitors than in 1959. There were 36 national stands. Of the 
2,154 exhibitors, there were 1,109 foreigners from 45 countries. Great 
Britain had 58 exhibitors. The largest foreign contingent was 221 from 
France, followed by Italy and Holland with 100 and 91 respectively. 
The exhibition took place in 10 halls with a total exhibition space of 
100,000 square metres. Of this, 75 per cent. was given over to the food 
industry, 15 per cent. to shop fitting and refrigeration and 10 per cent. 
to the packaging industry.

R. SELWYN LLOYD, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Mane Chairman of the Council of the former O.E.E.C. at 

Ministerial level, sent the following message to the Council on 
the occasion of the entry into force of the Convention on the 
Organization for Economic Co-operation and Development. 

‘For more than thirteen years, O.E.E.C. has made a valuable 
contribution to the economic life and well-being of Western 
Europe. It was born in 1948 under the inspiration of General 
Marshall's speech at Harvard, and in its early years it concentrated 
on re-building economies of Europe which had been devastated by 
the war. It had the task of distributing American aid given on a 
scale of unparalleled generosity which we shall always remember. 
From those early first aid operations the Organization went on to 
wider tasks in the fields of trade, finance and economic co-operation. 
The Codes of Liberalization, the European Payments Union and 
the close co-operation on economic and monetary policies which 
the Organization has fostered, are only some of the great achieve- 
ments which stand to the credit of the Organization. 

‘All these things were possible because the members were pre- 
pared to give and take, to reconcile their national differences and 
to seek the wider good. In so doing they built up an O.E.E.C. spirit 
of working together, which is an example to all international 
organizations. | am sure that this spirit of co-operation will be 
carried forward into the new O.E.C.D. which now comes into being. 
Our first word must be one of welcome to the United States and 
Canada, who become full members of the new Organization, 
although they have been closely associated with the work of 
O.E.E.C. Wider tasks now lie ahead. But O.E.C.D. will be a worthy 
successor to O.E.E.C. I am confident that this will be achieved on 
the basis of the traditions and the spirit which have been character- 
istic of O.E.E.C.’ 

The Organization for Economic Co-operation and Development 
began its official existence on Saturday, September 30, when it 
took the place of the thirteen-year-old Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation. Twenty member countries of the 
reconstituted Organization (Austria, Belgium, Denmark, France, 
West Germany, Greece, Iceland, Irish Republic, Italy, Luxembourg, 
Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Turkey, United Kingdom, United States and Canada) signed 
the draft convention just before the end of 1960 and most of 
them have now ratified the Convention on the Organization for 
Economic Co-operation and Development. The remaining Members 
are expected to do so shortly. Arrangements have been made for 
Yugoslavia and Finland to participate in certain aspects of the 
work of O.E.C.D. 

The change of title from O.E.E.C. to O.E.C.D. refiects the facts 
that two non-European countries — the United States and Canada — 
now become full members; and that in future emphasis will be on 
development aid in the Organization’s work. The main tasks of the 
O.E.E.C. were the administration of Marshall Aid and the liberaliza- 
tion of European trade. These have been fulfilled. By the end of 
1960 former colonies of European countries had acquired inde- 
pendence and some 35 states had been created. Most of them were 
weak economically but sought for economic independence as well 
as the political independence they had already gained. There 
was therefore a need to co-ordinate the many sources of supply of 
economic aid available for these countries. 


Tasks of the new Organization 


In Article 1 of the Convention the aims of the remodelled 
Organization are defined as the promotion of policies: 


(a) to achieve the highest sustainable economic growth and em- 
ployment and a rising standard of living in Member countries, 
while maintaining financial stability, and thus to contribute to 
the development of the world economy; 

(b) to contribute to sound economic expansion in Member as 
well as non-member countries in the process of economic 
development; and 


(c) to contribute to the expansion of world trade on a multilateral, 
non-discriminatory basis in accordance with international 
obligations. 


Organization and Procedure 


The Council of O.E.C.D. will be the supreme body of the 
Organization. On it all member countries will be represented and it 
may meet either at Ministerial level or at the level of Heads of Per- 
manent Delegations to the Organization. Its President at Ministerial 
level will be Mr. Donald Fleming (Canadian Minister of Finance) 
and its Secretary-General Mr. Thorkil Kristensen. Decisions will, 
except in certain specified instances, be taken by unanimous vote (as 
hitherto), each country having one vote. Apart from the Council the 
main specialized committees will include the Economic Policy 
Committee. which will review three or four times a year the 
economic situation and economic policies of Member countries 
and the Trade Committee which will, inter alia, review the commer- 
cial policies of the Members. The Development Assistance Group 
which consists of nine industrialized and capital-exporting members 
of the Organization, with the addition of Japan, now becomes the 
Development Assistance Committee of the Organization. 


The European Productivity Agency as such will cease to exist 
but many of its functions will continue under various committees 
of O.E.C.D., including the Technical Assistance Committee and the 
Industry Committee. A new Directorate of Scientific Affairs is being 
set up within the Secretariat to service Committees dealing with 
Research and Scientific and Technical Education. 

The work of the European Monetary Agreement and the European 
Nuclear Energy Agency will continue on the same basis as before. 





Union of Cameroun Republic and South Cameroons 


AS FROM October 1, 1961 the former British administered trust 
territory of Southern Cameroons and the Cameroun Republic have 
federated to form the Federal Republic of Cameroun. The former 
Southern Cameroons whose capital is Buea will be known as 
Western Cameroun and the territory hitherto known as the Cameroun 
Republic whose capital is Yaoundé will be called Eastern Cameroun. 
The capital of the Federation will be Yaoundé.

Denmark and the U.S.S.R. 


A PROTOCOL to the 1946 Trade and Shipping Treaty between 
Denmark and the Soviet Union for the period January 1, 1962, to 
December 31, 1963, was signed in Moscow on August 31, 1961. 

lhe agreement provides for exports from the U.S.S.R. to Denmark 
of, amongst others, cotton and flax piece-goods, cars and lorries, 
chemicals and medicinal goods, a variety of machinery and also 
mineral products, mainly oil and coal. Denmark’s exports to the 
U.S.S.R. will consist of instruments and electronic apparatus, 
medicinal goods and equipment, engines and other types of machin- 
ery and some agricultural products.

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Brazil and Norway 


THE TRADE AND PAYMENTS agreement between Brazil and 
Norway was terminated on September 28, 1961, therefore from 
September 29, 1961 payments between the two countries will be 
carried out in freely convertible currencies, and will be given the 
same treatment as other transactions in such currencies. 

However, up to July 1, 1962 transactions for which exchange 
contracts have been closed in dollars on Norway before September 
28, 1961, will continue to be entered in the ‘Special Account’. 
For these transactions payments must be made not later than 
May 31, 1962. This will also apply to licences, exchange cover 
certificates or ‘declarations’ issued by the Banking Control Depart- 
ment and any extensions thereof. 

The liquidation of payments (capital and interest) in respect of 
registered certificates of exchange priority through the ‘Special 
Account’ are guaranteed, even after July 1, 1962. 


Poland and Indonesia 


IT WAS ANNOUNCED On August I1, 1961, that Indonesia and Poland 
had signed an agreement in Djakarta, on economic co-operation and a 
protocol to the existing trade agreement between the two countries. 

Under the agreement Poland has offered Indonesia credit to the value 
of £10.7 million for the purchase of industrial equipment including 
a cement factory, a cast iron foundry, sugar cane factories and coal 
mining machinery. No details were given of the trade protocol. It was 
also announced that agreement had been reached in principle on the 
conclusion of an agreement on technical and scientific co-operation 
within the framework of Polish aid for the Indonesian Eight Year 
Plan.

Import of ~~ Free of Surcharges and 
ustoms Duties 
H.M. EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report the publication of Argentine 
Government Decree No. 7062 of August 16, 1961, permitting the 


importation, free of surcharges and Customs duties, ‘of certain items 
for use in scientific research. The full text of the Decree is as follows: 


Article 1. — Materials for scientific investigation or for teaching, instru- 
ments and apparatus, utensils, drugs, reagents and other elements and objects, 
as also equipment on a small scale, pilot units and machines for demonstra- 
tion and study, which are necessary for teaching sciences, the arts and tech- 
niques, brought into the country for use by the Ministry of Education and 
Justice and its decentralized offices, the National Universities, the National 
Council of Scientific and Technical Investigations, or by private educational 
institutions, are exempted from payment of import surcharge and all customs 
duties. 

Article 2. —- Equipment and scientific instruments, elements and drugs 
destined exclusively for the care, preservation and improvement of human 
health and animal or vegetable sanitation, which are acquired by the National 
Council of Scientific and Technical Investigation, the National Universities, 
National Provincial or Municipal Hospitals, Rehabilitation of Cripples, 
and by other official or private institutions, and which do not pursue financial 
gain, shall also be exempted from payment of Customs duties and import 
surcharge. 

Article 3. - For purposes of the exemption decreed in Article 1 when the 
recipient is a private institute, a certificate must be presented which recog- 
nizes its character as an investigation centre or of a teaching institute, to be 
issued by the Ministry of Education and Justice or its decentralized organ- 
isms whichever corresponds, if a national entity. 

In the Provinces, the competent local authorities shall intervene.

Article 4. - For purposes of the exemption established in Article 2, private 
entities must present a certificate issued by the Direction General of Taxes 
granting them inclusion under clause (f) of Article 19, Law 11.682 (Revised 
text in 1960). 

Article 5. - The exemption granted under Articles 1 and 2 shall be made 
effective provided the Secretariat of State of Industry and Mining certifies 
that the respective articles are not regularly produced in the country. 

Article 6. — Articles that are imported under the franchise granted by the 
present Decree must be used exclusively for specified objects and may not be 
sold during a period of five years, and shall form part of the patrimony of the 
favoured entity which will be subject to verification whenever required by the 
proper authority. 

Any infringement of this regulation will involve an obligation to pay 
duties and surcharges where exemption is granted, and will deprive the 
transgressor in future of a right to this benefit. 

Article 7. —- The National Direction of Customs shall authorize the clear- 
ance of the materials referred to in the preceding articles against presentation 
of the certificates therein mentioned. 

Article 8. - Decress 4162/59 and 7615/59 and Item A of Article 1 of Decree 
No. 362/61 are cancelled. 


Import of Equipment Free of Surcharges 


H. M. EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report the publication of Argentine 
Government Decree No. 8,169 of September 14, 1961, which extends 
the exemption from surcharges on certain goods imported for use by 
Municipalities under Decree 362 of January 13, 1961 (see Board of 
Trade Journal March 3, 1961, page 548). The text of the Decree is as 
follows: 
Article 1. Substitute sub-paragraph (b) of Article 1 of Decree No. 362/61 
by the following: 
(b) The equipment and items imported by Municipalities destined for 
the Public service of lighting, sweeping, cleaning and traffic signalling 
of the streets as well as the guidance and control of traffic.

Value for Duty of Regenerated Cellulose Film, ete. 


THE MINISTER Of National Revenue has prescribed that the value 

for duty of: 
Regenerated cellulose film other-than-prime quality, 
Polyethylene synthetic resin other-than-prime quality, 
Reprocessed polyethylene synthetic resin, 

shall be determined in the following manner: 


The value for duty, as it would be determined under the Customs Act, 
for corresponding prime quality goods shall be accepted, subject to a 
deduction for quality or |condition equivalent to that generally accorded 
in the country of export for home consumption with respect to like 
or similar other-than-prime quality goods. The aforesaid deduction, 
however, shall not in any event exceed 10 per cent. 


In each instance where the selling price to the Canadian importer is 
less than the value for duty of the goods as derived by the application 
of the foregoing, dumping duty will apply in respect of goods of a 
class or kind made in Canada. 

The above basis of valuation supersedes that contained in 
Memorandum D46-14 and other Departmental documentations insofar 
as the goods in question are concerned. It is to apply to goods shipped 
to Canada on and after September 25, 1961.

Marking of Imported Goods

Investigation into Tung Oil and Tung Nuts 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on November 7, 
1960 (page 1191) about the establishment of import quotas on tung oil 
and tung nuts. The United States Tariff Commission at the request of 
President Kennedy have now instituted a supplementary investigation 
under Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act to determine 
whether circumstances have so changed as to allow these quotas to be 
terminated.

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INDIA 
Import Licensing Policy for October 1961 — March 1962 (Part I) 


THE u.K. Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has forwarded a copy of the Government of India Statement analysing the changes made in 
the import policy for individual commodities for the period October 1961-March 1962, part of which is published below. 

Quota licences issued to established importers are calculated on a fixed percentage of one-half of past imports in a chosen base year. Licences 
will be issued as valid for ‘General Area’ covering all countries, except that certain licences issued under Capital Goods and Heavy Electrical 
Plant schemes and Export Promotion Schemes may be restricted to a specific country or countries. Licences will not, however, be valid for 
import from South Africa/South West Africa. 


The main principles relating to the licensing of capital goods and heavy electrical plant remain unchanged (see Board of Trade Journal of 
April 29, 1960). 

Unduthorized imports are liable to be severely penalized. United Kingdom exporters are advised, therefore, not to enter into firm commitments 
with importers or arrange for the shipment of any licensable goods without first ascertaining from the importer that he holds a valid import 
licence.

Increased Rates of Import Collateral 


THE JAPANESE Ministry of International Trade and Industry have 
announced increases, effective as from September 18, 1961, in the 
amount of collateral to be deposited by intending importers when 
applying for licences. The Ministry describe this as a temporary measure 
to help correct Japan’s present adverse balance of payments. Previously, 
collateral was required only for liberalized items (i.e. those imported 
under the Automatic Approval and Automatic Fund Allocation 
systems) and the rates of collateral were one per cent. or less. The range 
of goods has been extended so that all imports are affected with the 
exception of Government purchases and a few other stipulated items. 


For a few items the former rates remain, but for three large categories 
there have been increases to 5 per cent., 10 per cent. and 35 per cent. 
respectively. The new rate of 5 per cent. applies to raw materials, semi- 
processed materials (e.g. chemicals, animal hair and wool tops, and 
metals), and most types of machinery except office machinery for which 
the rate is 10 per cent. The 35 per cent. rate applies to all other goods.

SOUTH KOREA
